Notice to Letter-Writers: The 


Star is receiving letters for or 
against the proposed school 
millage tax increase which will 
be voted on this month—some of 
the writers asking that their 
names be deleted although 
signed to the actual letter. 


On occasion the newspaper 


does print letters signed with a 
pen-name, but only where the 
real name and address appears 
in the original copy. 


But in an election campaign we 


are going to require the actual 
name and address to be 
published with each letter. This 
is especially needed where 
taxation or a bond issue is at 
stake. 


The public is entitled to know 


who's writing, so the worth of his 
or her comment can be fairly 
evaluated by all the taxpayers 
when considering the tax or bond 
proposal. 


A newspaper is the most public 


place of all, and anyone who 
speaks out on a controversial 
subject shouldn't object to 
backing his personal view with 
his real name and address. In 
sundry cases there may be 
writers who fear retaliation 
against them personally for 
expressing public views. Each 
case, however, will have to stand 
on its own merits. Otherwise we 
run the risk of being imposed on 
by 
persons 
representing 


themselves as qualified voters— 
when in fact they may not be. 
The public has the right to know 
who's talking about what.

President William H. Moore of

since he took over management, 
Moore said Tuesday "there is a 
vast difference between the rail- 
road today and the way it was 
last June 21"—when the Penn 
Central filed a petition for re- 
organization under the federal 
bankruptcy act.

what in a state of shock from 
the financial collapse," Moore 
said, citing poor service, low 
employe morale, and skimpy 
maintenance of track and facili- 
ties.

Restricted 
in War Zone 


QUANG TRI, Vietnam (AP) 


— Official obstruction is still 
preventing U.S. newsmen from 
doing a thorough job of covering 
the war in southern Laos de- 
spite some easing of restric- 
tions. 


Journalistic veterans of the 


war say they have never en- 
countered a more concerted ef- 
fort by U.S. and South Viet- 
namese military authorities to 
restrict the flow of information. 


Military information officers, 


however, claim they are doing 
all they can to help newsmen. 
They admit some facts are not 
released, but contend this is 
only because they would be use- 
ful to the enemy or just are not 
available. 


Maj. Lee Jones, the chief U.S. 


. briefing officer in Quang Tri, 


says he can give no information 
about South Vietnamese forces 
in Laos. Lt. Col. Do Dang Bo, 
the Vietnamese information offi- 
cer, says he can give no infor- 
mation about U.S. operations. 


When they speak for their own 


forces, their announcements are 
uncoordinated and often mis- 


• leading.

; week that 3,227 enemy troops 


had been killed in Laos. Jones

Field reports on casualties 


and battles differ widely from 
the official versions.

Although at least one South 


Vietnamese fire base in Laos 
has been overrun and two oth- 
ers have been evacuated under 
enemy siege, Bo has yet to ad- 
mit a defeat at the hands of 
North Vietnamese forces. 


Newsmen felt they had ac- 


complished a major coup when 
they got Lt. Gen. Hoang Xuan 
Lam, the 1st Corps commander, 
to admit that "things wer» 
going badly" at one ranger 
base. But the general hastily 
added that his men were "effec- 
tively accomplishing their mis- 
sion" even as they retreated. 


One major complaint is that 


the U.S. Command is not being 
candid about its aircraft losses 
in Laos. Officially, 22 helicop- 
ters have been lost across the 
border since the operation be- 
gan Feb. 8. This is an average 
of one a day, but helicopter pi- 
lots say four or five a day are 
being shot down by the intense 
enemy antiaircraft fire. 


Jones' explanation: "The only 


helicopters we consider lost are 
those still in Laos, the ones we 
''have not been able to recover." 


The bullet-riddled hulks of 


helicopters not listed as losses 
can be seen every day, airlifted 
back to Khe Sanh and other 
bases in South Vietnam by re- 
covery helicopters. 


Their crews might be dead or 


wounded, their structure so bad- 
ly damaged they would have to 
be sent back to the United 
States to be made operative 
again, but "they're not lost. The 
pilots simply chose not to fly 
any further," one waggish infor- 
mation officer commented.

Bumpers restructured his tax 


package around the cigarette 
tax last week after abandoning 
two of his revenue bills, one 
subjecting 
cigarettes to the 


sales tax, and agreeing to an 
amendment to the income tax 
measure to drop the 9 per cent 
rate at which he had proposed 
taxing taxable income above 
$40,000. The top rate in the bill 
now is 7 per cent on all taxa- 
ble income above $25,000. 


The House approved the in- 


come tax bill on the second at- 
tempt at passage of the day. 
On the first try, the bill failed 
72-18, three 
favorable votes 


short of the three-fourths ma- 
jority vote required. The House 
had refused on three close 
votes last Friday to approve 
the measure. 


Rep. Thomas Sparks of For- 


dyce told the House the bill was 
a "modest tax, a balanced tax, 
a step in the right direction that 
hurts no one." He said the bill 
"properly" placed a greater 
tax burden on persons with 
high incomes. 


But Rep. Frank Henslee of 


Fordyce said the bill would 
place too much of an extra 
burden on the "working man." 
He said the measure became 
"totally unacceptable" to him 
when Bumpers 
dropped 
the 


rate on the highest taxable in- 
come. 


The original vote was 78-17, 


but opponents asked Speaker 
Ray S. Smith Jr. of Hot Springs 
to poll the House and the vote 
of Rep. James Matthews of Du- 
mas was cast out because he 
was not in the chamber at the 
time of the poll. 


Tax rates under 
the 
bill 


would be 1 per cent on taxable 
income below $3,000, 2.5 per 
cent on $3,000 to $6,000, 3.5 per 
cent on $6,000 to $9,000, 4.5 per 
cent on $9,000 to $15,000, 6 per 
cent on $15,000 to $25,000 and 7 
per cent on taxable income 
above $25,000. 


Present law provides rates of 


1 per cent on income below

Woman Inmate 
Would Void 
Adoption 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — A 


woman inmate at Cummins 
Prison Farm has filed a suit 
asking that the guardianship of 
a son born while she was in- 
carcerated be voided and that 
she be told the details of the 
child's adoption. 


Ann Shappy, who is serving a 


15-year sentence, filed suit Mon- 
day in Probate Court at Little 
Rock. 


The suit seeks to void the 


procedures used three years 
ago by the state Welfare De- 
partment to place the child for 
adoption. 


A controversy arose in Febru- 


ary 1968 when state Prison 
Supt. Thomas 0. Murton decid- 
ed to let the mother keep her 
baby in the Women's Reforma- 
tory at Cummins. At that time, 
the identity of the mother was 
not known. 


The state Prison Board op- 


posed Murton's decision and for 
a while the baby was cared for 
by Mr. and Mrs. Frank Craw- 
ford, wardens 
at Cummins. 


Later, the state Welfare Board 
ordered Welfare Commissioner 
Len E. Blaylock to go to court 
if necessary to remove the baby 
from the prison grounds. 


Blaylock announced Feb. 28, 


1968, that the baby had been 
placed in a foster home and 
that the mother had voluntarily 
given up custody of the child at 
Cummins. Blaylock later an- 
nounced that an unidentified cou- 
ple had agreed to furnish a fos- 
ter home for the child under 
supervision of the Pulaski Juve- 
nile Court. 


The suit filed Monday alleged 


that Mrs. Janet Knight, director 
of the Division of Child Welfare 
of the state Welfare Depart- 
ment, had been appointed the 
child's legal guardian on Dec.

NEW YORK (AP) - CBS's 


"All in the family" shapes up as 
the most stimulating new series 
of the television season—what- 
ever the individual's reaction 
and that seems to run to ex- 
tremes. 


While it is classified as a situ- 


ation comedy, much that is 
written about the series, includ- 
ing mail to this column, seems 
more concerned with its mes- 
sage than its laughs. Many fans 
feel it is like a dose of strong 
medicine—unpleasant, perhaps, 
but good for one. 


In the Tuesday night episode, 


Archie Bunker, head of the 
house and racist, was dashed to 
learn that a black family had 
bought the house a couple of 
doors from his own. He explod- 
ed with remarks about real es- 
tate values and about "spades" 
and "coons." 


The series, perhaps because it 


has occasioned so much com- 
ment, is not faring too badly in. 
the Nielsen ratings. In the most 
recent listing, it ranked 47th 
among 77 shows, tied with 
NBC's Red Skelton. 


It certainly packs a punch. 


Archie's sneering scorn for any- 
one who does not fit his idea of 
a 100 per cent American has 
shock value. And there is some 
prickly humor in the sarcastic 
exchanges between Archie and 
his more liberal son-in-law. 


The series flaw is that no one 


in the regular cast is remotely 
likeable or a personality with 
whom one can identify. Archie 
is a loud, narrow-minded bully. 
His wife and daughter are sub- 
servient dopes and his son-in- 
law is unattractive and argu- 
mentative. 


A great debate rages about 


the show's content. Does the 
portrait of a bigot who uses de- 
rogatory terms for minorities 
open a semiconcealed sore as if 
by surgery? Fans of the show 
believe it does. Others feel that 
it has the opposite effect, rein- 
forcing such attitudes and mak- 
ing them acceptable. 


However, television in most 


areas does not have captive 
audiences so those who find "All 
in the Family" objectionable 
and upsetting have merely to 
turn to another channel.

harmed. 


On the other hand, a jest may 


indeed be defamatory if those 
who hear it take it as true. Thus: 


A guest at a party passed the 


word that his hostess had been 
dabbling in adultery. When she 
later sued him for defamation, 
he explained that he had been 
trying to be funny. 


"How can I be liable," he said, 


"when I had no guilty intent? It 
isn't my fault that some people 
just did not catch on." 


But the court ordered him to 


pay damages for failing to make 
his humorous intentions clear. As 
one judge put it: 


"A person shall not be allowed 


to murder another's reputation in 
jest." 


Even words of flattery may be 


defamatory if they carry a hid- 
den sting. Another case arose be- 
cause of repeated references to a 
local political leader as "beauti- 
ful" and "godlike." In fact, the 
man was widely known to have 
an ugly deformity, left from a 
severe illness some years earlier. 


Under these circumstances, the 


court held that the words of 
seeming praise were actually de- 
famatory. The court said the in- 
sult was no less painful, merely 
because it came in disguise.

later discovered that the 1941 
law was still on the books. 


The House defeated a bill by 


Sen. Virgil T. Fletcher of Ben- 
ton that would transfer regula- 
tory and licensing authority 
over child care facilities from 
the Welfare Department to the 
Health Department. The vote 
was 20-59. 


Fletcher had introduced the 


bill as a substitute for his earli- 
er measure, killed in House 
committee, repealing the 1969 
child care facilities licensing 
act. The House has passed a 
bill exempting facilities caring 
for fewer than six children 
from the act. 


Rep. Art Givens of Sherwood, 


opposing the new Fletcher bill, 
said the Welfare Department 
had made needed changes in 
its regulations as a result of 
criticism. He also said the 
Health 
Department 
did not 


have the money or the staff to 
oversee child care facilities. 


The House also defeated a 


bill by Sen. Milt Earnhart of 
Fort Smith that would set up 
stringent 
requirements 
for 


holding rock festivals in the 
state. The vote was 40-30, with 
51 votes needed for passage. 


The defeat was the second 


time the House had rejected 
an antirock festival bill offered 
by Earnhart. The objection to 
the first bill was that it did not 
define a rock festival. Some 
representatives 
said Tuesday 


that the definition in the new 
bill was too vague. 


In other action, the Senate: 
—Approved 30-0 and sent to 


Gov. Dale Bumpers the admin- 
istration bill to make a number 
of revisions and corrections in 
the state Election Code. Among 
other things, the bill would re- 
quire minority parties to get 7 
per cent of a general election 
vote or signatures of 7 per cent 
on petitions to remain in exis- 
tence. 


—Approved 28-2 and sent to 


the House a bill by Sen. Olen 
Hendrix of Prescott to require 
state Health Department approv- 
al would be necessary before 
any new nursing home could 
be built or an existing one ex- 
panded. 


—Approved 29-0 a bill by Sen. 


Guy H. "Mutt" Jones of Con- 
way a bill to codify the state's 
cosmetology laws. 
Jones de- 


layed transmittal of the bill to 
the House to check on whether 
the bill raised any cosmetology 
fees, a point about which some 
senators were concerned, 


—Approved 271 the admin- 


istration's bill to establish land 
reclamation 
regulations. Sen. 


Ben Allen of Little Rock, a 
close ally of the governor, gave 
notice of reconsideration 
to 


give senators additional time to 
make certain the measure is not 
opposed by their constituents in 
mining businesses. 


—Approved 33-0 and sent to 


the House a bill by Sen. Max 
Howell of Little Rock to permit 
public housing authorities to is- 
sue revenue bonds for the con- 
struction of rnultiunit housing 
facilities. 


Action on the highway bond 


issue bill came with little dis- 
cussion in either chamber. In 
March 1970, a special legislative 
session narrowly defeated a 
proposed $200 million highway 
bond issue bill. 


Earlier bond proposals have 


generally fared poorly at the 
polls, including a $60 million col- 
lege construction bond issue 
proposed during Ihe tenure of 
former Gov Orval E. Faubus. 


However, the state last year 


paid off a $130 million refunding 


bond issue made in 1941 for 
highway construction. Members 
of the state Highway Commis- 
sion said last week they favored 
the bond plan. 


J. C. Patterson of Lavaca, a 


member of the commission, 
said the issuance of the bonds 
would enable the state to "real- 
ly get moving" on highway con- 
struction. 


Members of the commission 


sat in the Senate gallery as the 
upper chamber approved the 
bill. 


Bynum said the bill would ac- 


celerate the state's highway 
building program by 10 to 15 
years. 


The bonds would be retired 


MOPE (ARK.) STAR 


with gasoline tax revenues over 
a 30-year period. No gasoline 
tax increase is provided to sup- 
port the bonds. 


The state would receive 70 


per cent of the bond proceeds. 
Cities would get 15 per cent, or 
about $45 million, and counties 
would also get 15 per cent. Mu- 
nicipal funds would be distribu- 
ted on the basis of population. 


Bynum said bond dealers had 


informed him that this year's 
bonds could be sold at a 3.7 
per cent interest rate. The bill 
provides that the bonds may not 
be sold at a rate above 5M; per 
cent. All bonds could be sold at 
once at a rate of less than Vk 


, Printed by Offset 
per cent, but no more than 30 
per cent could be sold in a 
single year if the interest rate 
were 4Vz per cent or more. 


In other action, the House: 
—Approved 68-7 a bill by Sen. 


W. D. Moore of El Dorado pro- 
viding workmen's compensation 
coverage for public school offi- 
cers and employes. 


—Rejected a motion by Rep. 


George E. Nowotny Jr of Fort 
Smith seeking the recall from 
the Senate of a House-passed 
bill that would repeal the cur- 
rent method of motor vehicle 
licensing. 


—Passed 77-0 a bill by Kane 


that would permit cities and 


counties to issue revenue bonds 
for the development of tourist 
projects. 


—Adopted a resolution by Rep. 


John Bethell of Des Arc saying 
the House did not intend to pres* 
sure Bumpers or dictate to him 
on his choice of department 
heads when a majority of the 
representatives signed anoth- 
er resolution expressing reluc- 
tance to levy additional taxes 
for prison reform while C. 
Robert Sarver is correction com- 
missioner.

Senate Again 
Beats Change 
In Filibuster 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Fill- 


buster foes of a Senate rules 
change apparently have suc- 
ceeded in burying an amend- 
ment that would make it easier 
to end filibusters. 


Another week of debate is 


ahead, and sponsors of the rules 
revision are ready now to at* 
tempt a compromise settlement. 
But the odds are against them. 


"I confess there's not much 


life left in this proposition, but 


Wednesday, March 3, 1971 
there's some," Sen. Frank 
Church, D-Idaho, said Tuesday 
after the Senate refused for a 
third time to end a 24-day-old 
rules filibuster. 


"Let's not bury the patient 


yet," Church asked Senate lead- 
ers. "Give us another week." 


The vote Tuesday was 48 to 36 


to limit the debate, eight votes 
short of the two-thirds majority 
now required to invoke cloture. 
The second attempt a week ear- 
lier failed by the same margin. 


Church said 58 of the 100 sena- 


tors support his proposal to lim- 
it debate by a three-fifths vote.
